UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., June 12—The Franco gov- 
ernment of Spain,:denounced and once boycotted by the 
United Nations, will be asked formally what it might be 


able to do to strengthen the 
of the world organization. 

The initiative toward including 
Spain in a survey of the collective 
security potentials of the United 
Nations came from the United 
States today at a meeting of the 
Collective Measures Committee. 
The committee, set up by the Gen- 
eral Assembly over the protests of 
the Soviet bloc, was considering the 
wording of letters asking govern- 
ments what they were doing, could 
do or might do toward contributing 
to strengthening the United Na- 
tions’ hand against future ag- 
gressors. 

Two letters had been prepared 
by staff workers for the commit- 
tee’s consideration—one to go to 
members of the organization, the 
other to non-members. Both _let- 
ters would be signed by Trygve Lie, 
the Secretary General of the United 
Nations. 

On the list of non-member states 
that the Secretariat suggested 
should receive the query were 22 
countries, including five eastern 
European states, Japan, West Ger- 
many, and all the countries whose 
membership in the United Nations 
has been blocked by Soviet veto.

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We Are Not Yet 
Strong Enough 


There is only one thing wrong with 
French Foreign Minister Schuman’s re- 
quest for an early conference between 
the Soviet Union and the three Western 
powers on free elections in Germany 
and the circumstances under which uni- 
fication of that unhappy land can be 
accomplished. 

The West still lacks the necessary 
military and moral strength to prevent 
the Russians from using any conference 
as a means only of dissemination of 
Soviet propaganda and lies. 

The West still lacks the necessary 
unity and strength born of military 
power and economic stability to force 
the Soviet to retreat. We.are on the 
way toward achieving that strength, 
as.is evident from recent occurrences 
throughout the world. 

In France, the Communists are 
apparently on the run. Less than 2 per 
cent of the French workers partici- 
pated in the recently called general 
striké against the Pinay government, 
making the widely heralded call ridicu- 
lous and damaging. 

In Italy, the Reds have lost further 
strength in the recent election. They 
have slipped in Indochina. The Japa- 
nese government appears ready to chop 
off the subversive movement within the 
country at the right moment. 

In Western Europe, the battle for 
Germany is tipping the balance of power 
in favor of the West. As much as unity 
is desired, the 50-odd million West Ger- 
mans and the tremendous economic 
power of their industrial areas repre- 
sents this balance. 

Communist tactics as directed by the 
Kremlin are nothing new. In the mili- 
tary field and in ideological warfare, the 
idea of strategic advances where weak 
spots appear and withdrawal when 
faced with strength is the classic which 
Lenin inherited from the Czars. They 
are patient, as we have learned. They 
are willing to wait for those signs of 
weakness—as they did in Korea and as 
they did when the horribly corrupt Chi- 
nese republic appeared ready for the 
slaughter. 

The answer is strength. Soviet mili- 
tary power must be countered with 
greater power. Communist ideas must 
be battled with better ideas. Red eco- 
nomic warfare must be met with 
superior economic strength and plan- 
ning for human welfare in freedom. 

The Western arms buildup will hit 
its stride during the second half of 
1952. By late 1953, this buildup is 
expected to approach a size where nego- 
tiations may be fruitful and Western 
security a reality. Until that time, we 
doubt the effectiveness of any confer- 
ence with bullies.

Is a Master Stroke 


Senator Russell has come through —

We Cannot Be Proud 
Of This Sorry Record 


One out of two Georgia youths are 
unfit for military service for physical, 
mental or moral reasons. Of the many 
things for which Georgians can be proud, 
this, is not one of them. Our state

In the month of May, 275 young men 
were accepted for military service in 

. preinduction examinations while 282 
were rejected. Of the 282 turned down, 
mental failures totaled 203, with only 
35 failing for physical reasons.

From Big Businesses 


Grow Small Ones 


The effect which large manufactur- 
ing plants have upon a sectional or re- 
gional economy is often overlooked in 
the enthusiasm for the big payrolls they 
create. A typical example is the-hun- 
dreds of small industries and businesses 
already playing a part in the building 
of the B-47 bomber at the Lockheed 
Aircraft plant at Marietta. 

Orders already totaling more than 
$50,000,000 have been placed with sub- 
sidiary manufacturers. The second is- 
sue of the Lockheed Southern Story, 
currently being distributed, points out 
that almost every type of manufacturer 
can play a part in building the giant 
craft, provided he has a plant with 
proper tools, equipment and money to 
assure the job’s completion on time. 

To date, the Lockheed Marietta plant 
has placed orders with more than 3,000 
suppliers from Florida to Massachusetts, 
from Illinois to Louisiana and from 
Georgia to California. 

The point is this: There is an oppor- 
tunity for growth of many related indus- 
tries to any big industry in Georgia. 
Why should orders go to Florida and 
Masachusetts when Lockheed could save 
time and money if there were a Georgia 
supplier of the product needed? 

The economic possibilities are vast. 
Big plants generate a chain reaction 
which can spread through a sectional or 
regional economy. Industrialization of 
the South is being accompanied by 
growth of thousands of smaller native 
industries, extending the industrial base 
throughout the entire economy. 

Lockheed is sensibly taking note of 
this fact in providing experts to work 
with small business to help revise plants 
and convert them to aeronautical sub- 
contracting in cases where conversion 
can be successfully accomplished. °

The Court Decision 
Also Protects Labor 


In looking back on the Supreme 
Court decision on steel, labor itself must 
recognize that its own interest was also 
protected in the principles reaffirmed 
by the court. Justice Douglas summed 
this up as follows: 

“Tomorrow another ersaiiinit might 
use the same power to prevent a wage 
increase, to curb trade unionists, to regi- 
ment labor as aggressively as. industry 
thinks it has been regimented by this 
seizure.” 

There is no doubt that the halt in 
steel production has created a serious 
situation. However, removal of restric- 
tions on installment buying indicates 
that the inflation emergency is not so 
great as to warrant the seizure of prop- 
erty without due process of law, a fact 
Congress affirms by its refusal to pro- 
vide a legal statute for seizure. Allo- 
cations of large amounts of steel to civil- 
ian production is further proof. 

As the Christian Science Monitor 
puts it: 

“If the President considered a rise 
in steel prices would be so destructive 
of the stabilization program as to justify 
a stretching of the Constitution, he might 
well have shown more concern to pre- 
vent a wage increase that went well 
beyond anything the industry had 
known. This ‘emergency’ was by no 
means a natural or unavoidable one. It 

“The court has not spoken for impo- 
tence or inaction. It has spoken for 
action within the limits of the Constitu- 
tion. The court has turned back one 
foray of executive power. Undoubtedly 
there will be other attempts in the fu- 
ture. How soon they come and how 
dangerous they become depends in no 
small measure on how well Congress 
plays its reaffirmed role.”

We 
called their bluff in Korea, and while we 
have not achieved victory there yet, at 
least. the spread of communism has been 
stopped. 


In a recent column, I wrote of the encour- 
aging manner in which the British had 
called the hand of the Communists in Ger- 
many and blockaded a Red radio station 
located in the British sector of Berlin. 

It is of further encouragement to see the 
recent successful action of the French gov- 
ernment in calling the bluff of the French 
Communist Party. Perhaps the French 
action is even more Significant, since the 
Reds are stronger in France than in Eng- 
Jand and the victory was in France rather 
than in Germany. 

As you know, when certain top French 
Communist leaders were seized after recent 
riots, which have been attributed to them, 
the French Communist Party tried to force 
the French government to release the Red 
leaders by ordering a _ general sit-down 
strike. 

Not knowing what goes on in the mind 
of a Communist, one can only conclude that 
the French Reds were trying to give the 
impression that they were leading from 
strength, for they were trying to intimidate 
and coerce the government. The stakes 
were high in this maneuver, for it was the 
first complete test of the power of the Reds 
to paralyze the economic life of France. 

It appears now, however, that the Com- 
munists were leading from weakness, for 
they now have buffered a tremendous de- 
feat—a defeat that exposes that they are far 
weaker in France than anyone had actually 
supposed. It is reported that hardly more 
than 2 per cent of all French workers par- 
ticipated in the strike. In only a couple of 
instances was there any reported disruption. 
Generally, there were no visible signs that 
the workers were paying any attention to 
the Red orders. ¢ 

Upshot of the whole thing is that Commu- 
nist prestige has taken a real licking and 
the threats and loud talk of the Reds in 
France are consequently on the border of be- 
ing considered ridiculous. If ridicule of the 
Communists takes hold and spreads in 
France, it may well accomplish that which 
other tactics have not achieved—dealing a 
death blow to all Red influence and tend- 
encies that may still exist in France.

River, in Eastern Germany, for the Russians 
to appear from the east. The Russians took 
plenty of time and the American and British 
troops could have rushed on, with their vic- 


torious elan, to take Berlin and Prague and . 


the Danube Valley. 

Instead, they tarried at the Elbe and 
then fell back to a line established by a hys- 
terical fool, John G. Winant, Roosevelt’s 
ambassddor in London, in a meeting of a 
trio known as the European Advisory Com- 
mission Winant later killed himself, pos- 
sibly in remorse. He had been told that he 
looked like Lincoln. Joe Kingsbury Smith, 
the European manager of the International 
News Service, related that once during a 
conversation in London, Winant bawled and 
wept. 

On my return from Europe last spring 
I looked up the retreat from the Elbe in 
Eisenhower’s own war memoirs and found 
that there he said he had made the deci- 
sion to withdraw on his own initiative and 
responsibility. 

Some soldiers and some civilians worth 
quoting insist that if Eisenhower had his 
orders then he either had to obey or resign 
his command at the very hour of victory. 
Others insist that the least Ike should have 
done was to make a pubilc protest so that 
the American people could know what 
Winant and Roosevelt and, finally, Truman 
were doing to abandon the fruits of the sac- 
rifice of our fighting’ men and our nation 
at home and to jeopardize the future of 
the West. In that case, Ike would have reg- 
istered a stroke of wisdom which today 
might commend him for the presidency. 

But Eisenhower made absolutely no pro- 
test. He did not register the slightest dis- 
agreement. He explains that the decision 
was a political one, not military, and that 
politics is outside the authority of a sol- 
dier in the field.

A Trip Through Banks County Reveals 


Thriving Acres of Fescue and Clover 


RIO DE JANEIRO—Another ‘etter 
from Judge G. P. Martin of Commerce 
reports on the condition of the hogs, 
the cattle and the fescue.—H. M. 


Dear Harold: Scott Martin came into my 
office, and said Mac, meaning Leo Mc- 
Collum, and Hardy, meaning Albert Hardy, 
editor of The Commerce News, and I are 
going out in Banks County to look at some 
pastures and want you to go with us if you 
can get off. I told him I could always get 
off to go to Banks County. 

So we went first by Bud Irvin’s store, 
down to Jewell Sparks house toward Wright’s 
old mill place, and looked F 
at his fescue, and then 
came back by Irvin's 
store and took out up the 
road toward Homer, 
turned to the right at 
Luther Hill’s old place 
and went toward Wilson’s 
bridge. On this road we 
saw some very fine wheat 
on both sides of the road. 

Then we went on over 
to the bottoms on the lit- 
tle creek near the old Richey place, where 
when I was a boy there wasn’t anything 
but mud and bog and swamp grass, bull- 
frogs and crawfish, and here we saw some 
more fine fescue and clover and fat cattle. 
And right back up the road apiece we saw 
some of as pretty hogs as I ever saw out- 
side of a hog show. They belonged to War- 
ren Jones, and they had ears standing up 
like mule’s ears and I'll bet Big John, as 


will weigh 600 pounds 
just as he stands. They are of the Tam- 
worth strain and ar® very fine. They are 
just walking about in clover and fescue 
higher than their heads. 

We then went on up toward Homer and 
turned off on the Lula road and from there 
on it was just one field of fescue and clover 
after another. In a pasture up near the 
old Massey place we saw about 100 white- 
faced cattle, most of them lying down in 
fescue, resting and eating. They belong to 
Dr. Jolley. They don’t have to walk around 
and graze. They can lie down and graze, 
and get all they want by just sticking their 
necks out and eating what is around them. 

Well, we went on and on until we came to 
some sure-enough pasture. At the home of 
Car] Foster, a lank individual fashioned after 
the manner of Abraham Lincoln, we ran 
into what Scott said was the best fescue in 
Banks ‘County. It was growing all around 


Jones calls him, 


_ the man’s barn, six or eight acres of it about 


waist high. He said he was going to com- 
bine it and get the seed and sow more. 
Well, it was an enjoyable trip and I was 
glad I was asked to go. I know this busi- 
ness that these boys are doing in Banks 
County is fine. This fellow Leo McCollum 
is an asset to Banks County. -He is the fes- 
cue man and everybody who knows him 
likes him and has confidence in him.

“IT am killing myself because I have never 
sincerely loved any human being in my 
life,” wrote a young woman in explanation 
of her suicide. Many people are killing 
themselves because they have never learned 
to love. 

Stella Therrill Mann tells about a woman 
who twice had been committed to an insti- 
tution for the mentally ill. 
Fearing another  break- 
down, she decided to go 
back to the small town of 
her girlhood for a visit. 
She had not been back 
Since she first went away 
to college. 

She spent the summer 
there with an old lady 
who had known her fam- 
ily since before she was 
born. The old grand- 
mother told the younger woman much fame 
ily history. How that she was an unwanted 
child, treated coldly. ‘I used to feel so sorry 
for you when you were a little tyke,” said 
the grandmother. ‘‘A child needs love if it is 
to grow right. Just as an adult must have 
love if he is to keep sane.’’ 

This opened a new world of fact for the 
woman and sent her searching for other 
facts. She began to learn some of the 
nature of God—that God who is love. She 
learned there can be no growth without love. 
She learned that when one selects a life of 
lonely selfishness, that one is also cutting 
off the warm mental stimulation which gives 
zest to living. 

The wise old grandmother convinced the 
younger woman that she would never lose 
her mind if she could only get enough people 
to love her, to care about what happened 
to her. Then the grandmother told her to 
substitute thoughts of helping others for her 
fears of another mental breakdown. As she 
learned to love, she became a sane, bal- 
anced and well person. 

That is the pathway for one to follow who 
has been loved-starved. I have talked with 
many people privately who are literally 
Starving for love. They are bitter and 
resentful. Some have the spirit of Freder- 
ick the Great. One day he struck a subject 
with a whip and exclaimed: ‘‘Confound you; 
I want you to love me.”’ But love is not 
something which can be commanded. 

A Gefinition of love which won a nation- 
wide newspaper contest reads: ‘‘Love is the 
doorway through which the human soul 
passes from selfishness to service and from 
solitude to kinship with all mankind.”’ 

There is only one way to make up for the 
love you may have missed. That one way 
is by loving. The words of Christ can be 
paraphrased to read: ‘tHe that saveth his 
love shall lose it but he that loseth his love 
for others shall find it.’ 

Try it. Try it today. Here is how. Think 
of one who irritates you, someone you do 
not love. Pray for that one right now, call- 
ing the name in your prayer. During the 
day, study that person. What are some of 
his or her good qualities?

Will MacArthur 
Be Impartial? 


CHICAGO—Bud Kelland, the articulate 
Arizona Republican and, of course, outstand- 
ing writer, got a little red around the gills 
when a reporter mentioned to him—as he 
left the closed meeting of the GOP’s ar- 
rangements committee—that the boys had 
steamrollered the nomination of General 
MacArthur as keynoter. 

“‘Confound it, I’ve been around for years 
and nobody has ever been able to explain to 
me what ‘steamroller’ means,”’ more or less 
thundered Mr. K., a firm : 
Taft man. “If it means 
that the will of the ma- 
jority has prevailed, then 
it's a bum word. The will 
of the majority prevailed 
here today. That’s called 
democracy, and has 
nothing to do with a 
steamroller.”’ 

There were “I Like Ike”’ 
men in the closed. ses- 
sion, and some outside in 
the corridors of the Palmer House, who 
asked aloud, ‘‘but who picked the ma- 
jority ?”’ 

The answer to that is Guy Gabrielson. He 
selected the 46-member committee, which a 
couple of Eisenhower supporters said was 
‘“‘stacked’’ about 3-to-l1 in favor of Senator 
Taft. They predicted, too, that Taft men 
would control the important credentials 
committee, which now has the duty to decide 
on just which delegate slates will be seated 
from five disputed states—a total of 105 
votes. 

I couldn't find an Eisenhower. man, how- 
ever, who would say that General MacAr- 
thur would be inclined to slant his speech 
in the direction of the man he would like to 
see president—Senator Taft. I couldn’t find 
one, even ex-Senator Darby of Kansas, who 
put on the big show for Ike at Abilene last 
week and who admitted that he fought the 
nomination of MacArthur as keynoter. 

The argument over whether MacArthur 
should have been designated as keynoter, . 
inasmuch as he is openly for Taft and has 
expressed Frank doubts about military men 
seeking the nomination, though he once 
sought it himself, seems to me to be super- 
fluous. It was a foregone conclusion that if 
he were invited to speak in any capacity, his 
would be the true keynote speech. He just 
happens to be able to speak better than any 
other orator in the party, and he is a sym- 
bol of the party’s war with the Democrats. 

The Taft people, naturally, are jubilant. 
Their tiger has done better since Ike’s re- 
turn than he was doing before. The Ejisen- 
hower forces must now look to the task of 
getting more professionals into meetings 
that count, such as the one held in Chi- 
cago this week. They must look to that and 
the ways and means of sending the ballot- 
ing into extra rounds, if they are going to 
translate Ike’s popularity into the even more 
‘realistic terms of political power.

Changes 


With hot weather coming on, 
many a moth... wonders what 
changes, if any, she should make 
in the care of her young baby. 

Make changes slowly, but use 
yourself as a yardstick. What do 
you do or wapt on a hot day? 
First of all, you want to be 
cooler, 

The easiest way is to wear 
fewer clothes. You find yourself 
with a seemingly insatiable 
thirst. You also want njore 
baths, and cooler ones, than at 
any. other time. 

DIAPER HIM 

Your baby wants all these 
things. If it is so hot you want 
to wear nothing more than 
shorts, a halter, and sandals, 
_ your baby probably needs noth- 
ing more than a diaper. 

Don’t try to protect the diaper 
with a nylon, rubber, wool, or 
any other kind of container. In- 
stead, keep his diaper as loose as 
is safe, Let all air possible get 
in. 

You want liquids. So does your 
. baby. Give him boiled water 


freely between feedings. He, as 


you, probably will want much 
less to eat in hot weather. Don’t 
try to force food on him; let him 
be his own judge. 

GIVE MORE BATHS 

You want more baths. So will 
he. He will benefit usually from 
hoth a morning and an evening 
bath. If the day is exceptionally 
hot, a sponge bath before his 
afternoon nap usually makes 
him much more comfortable. 

You, of course, want your 
baby to have as much fresh air 
as possible during the summer 
and all the sunshine he can 
stand. But don’t overdo the sun. 

Expose him to it gradually, 
five minutes the first day, 10 the 
next, and so on, and always pro- 
tect the head. A_ sun-tanned 
_ baby is not necessarily a healthy 
baby. 

Avoid excitement, crowds, and 
long excursions. If you have a 
backyard or even a back porch 
where there are sun, 


better off there than in the 
nicest park or the nicest family 
picnic on a country roadside.

The compliment, ‘‘That dress 
certainly looks nice on you,’’ is 
a subtle way of saying you do 
something for the dress. Obvious- 
ly it takes’a_ better-than-aver- 
age bearing to give clothes that 
lift, but it’s deeper than that, for 
’ the lift must come from within. 

There are a number of factors 
that influence posture, including 
muscle tone, your nutrition pat- 
tern and posture habits. But the 
intangible factor is your attitude. 

The backbone of good posture 
is the noun named desire. I can 
give you the rules for posture 
correction, but rules are not 
enough. When something within 
vourself quickens your sense of 
heing alive your posture will re- 
flect this vital force. 

Once you sense the importance 
of your posture to poise, to com- 
plimenting your clothes and to a 
feeling of well being and confi- 
dence, you'll never again settle 
a! a slump, nondescript bear- 
Ing. 

The rules of improvement are 
very simple. They stem from the 
word UP. I'd like to suggest that 
vou start with the top of your 
head . .. and aim to be three- 
quarters of an inch taller. Square 
vour shoulders but keep them re- 
laxed and at ease. 

To give your figure, as well 
as your posture a lift, the up- 
pull should begin with the ab- 
dominal muscles . .. the girdle 
muscles. These muscles must 
take the ¢ction.

spokesman announced Thursday. | 

“We do not dispute the airing of 
such opinions under other aus- 
pices,’ the government spokesman 
said: ‘“‘But I am determined that 
the Korean government network 
will not be used to tear down its 
own sovereign state.”’ 


CARRIED EXCEPTS 

The Voice of America’s three. 
daily broadcasts over the 10-sta-| 
tion network have carried excerpts | 
from American and foreign news-' 
papers attacking Rhee. 

A U. S. embassy official said 
the broadcasts over Radio Korea 
were suspended Wednesday night. 
He added that any protest must 
come from Washington, where 
Voice of America policy is de- 
termined. 

(State Department officials in 
Washington said Korean language 
broadcasts are being made now 
from other voice transmitters in) 
Japan and the Philippines. The of-| 
ficials did not mention plans to 
protest the ROK government’s 
broadcast ban.) 


CRITICIZED RHEE 


Editorials broadcast by the Voice 
of America have sharply criticized 
Rhee for placing Southeastern Ko- 
rea under martial law last May 
25 and for ignoring demands from 
President Truman and the United 
Nations to lift it. 


Rhee has jailed 11 opposition) 
members of the National Assembly | 
on charges of being involved in a | 
Communist plot and a 12th is on) 
trial for murder. 


Rhee'’s opponents dominate the 
Assembly, which is scheduled to 
elect a new President of the Ko- 
rean republic late this month. He 
has wide support among the people 
and has been demanding that the 
Assembly amend the Constitution 
to provide for popular elections.

Dr. Clarence Ryee, director of 
the government’s office of public 
information, said Voice of Ameri- 
ca programs have been broadcast 
over the government’s radio. net- 
work for two years as a courtesy. 
No contracts were signed. 

Ryee said the government radio 
stations have been usd ‘‘to carry 
bitterly anti-government criticism, 
obviously insulting.’’ 

He said to continue carrying the 
criticisms of Rhee would be “‘like 
lending a man a pistol to shoot 
you.”’ 

Ryee emphasized that suspension 
of the Voice of America broadcasts 
is only temporary. He said the 
service would be restored when- 
ever the government is assured 
that the broadcasts will not use 
the Korean government’s facilities 
for such attacks.
